Bombing of Iraq’s 
largest oil refinery

BAGHDAD - Iraq’s largest 
oil refinery was crippled by 
a predawn attack Saturday 
in which gunmen stormed 
the vast complex, killed one 
engineer and set off sev¬ 
eral bombs. The attack shut 
down parts of the Baiji Re¬ 
finery, halting the production 
of about 150,000 barrels per 
day of petroleum products 
and threatening to inter¬ 
rupt supplies of heating oil, 
gasoline and oil for genera¬ 
tors for millions of people 
in northern Iraq.

China loudly objects to airstrikes in Libya

BEIJING - China escalated 
its opposition to U.S.-led air- 
strikes on Libya on Tuesday, 
joining Russia and India in 
calls for an immediate cease¬ 
fire and suggesting that coali¬ 
tion forces were imperiling 
civilians by exceeding the 
U.N.-mandated no-fly zone. 
The rising criticism among 
the so-called BRIC group - 
Brazil, Russia, India and Chi¬ 
na - came amid allegations by 
the Libyan government that 
allied bombings had killed or 
wounded scores of civilians, 
a claim rejected by U.S. mili¬ 
tary officials. 

On Monday, hours after the 
departure of President Barack 
Obama, Brazil’s government 
issued a statement condemn¬ 


ing the attacks and urging 
“the start of dialogue.” 
China’s response to the allied 
campaign has been the most 
forceful, with warnings that 
the assault could bring about 
a “humanitarian disaster.” 
In a regular news briefing 
on Tuesday, Jiang Yu, a For¬ 
eign Ministry spokeswoman, 
called for an end to hostilities. 
“We’ve seen reports that the 
use of armed force is causing 
civilian casualties, and we op¬ 
pose the wanton use of armed 
force leading to more civilian 
casualties,” she said. 

China, long an opponent of 
foreign military intervention, 
was one of five countries to 
abstain from the U.N. resolu¬ 
tion that authorized the allied 
airstrikes against the forces 
of Moammar Gadhafi, which 


have been seeking to crush a 
rebellion against his four-de¬ 
cade rule. 

Russia, Brazil, India and Ger¬ 
many also abstained, while 
South Africa joined nine oth¬ 
er Security Council members 
in supporting the resolution 
approved last week. 

In its decision to abstain rath¬ 
er than block the resolution 
through its veto power, China 
said it was heeding the wishes 
of the Arab League and the 
African Union, which sup¬ 
ported the imposition of the 
no-fly zone.During a meet¬ 
ing with Defense Secretary 
Robert M. Gates on Tuesday, 
Russia’s defense minister, 
Anatoly Serdyukov, added 
his voice to those calling for 
a cease-fire, saying it was the 
best way to avoid civilian ca¬ 


sualties, according to The As¬ 
sociated Press.

Oil Ministry officials were 
just beginning to investi¬ 
gate the extent of the dam¬ 
age on Saturday, and the act¬ 
ing manager of the refinery 
said he feared it would take 
months to repair the pipe¬ 
lines, cables, furnaces and 
other equipment damaged 
by the explosions and fires. 
“This will create a crisis,” 
said Abud al-Kadir Salih, 
the acting manager of the 
refinery, which is about 
100 miles north of Bagh¬ 
dad. “It will affect consum¬ 
ers of fuel from factories to 
power plants, and people in 
daily need. It will be very 
hard to cover the shortfall.” 
The attack was the sec¬ 
ond one by insurgents this 
month on Iraq’s all-impor¬ 
tant oil sector, which sup¬ 
plies about 90 percent of 
government revenues in a 
country whose economy 
is still reeling from years 
of war and insurgency. 
The bombing - carried 
out by just two gunmen, 
according to refinery of¬ 
ficials - raised ques¬ 
tions about the security 
of Iraq’s sometimes anti¬ 
quated oil facilities, which 
have long been a target 
for insurgent bombings. 
“It’s a target - a big target,” 
said Ahmed al-Shamma, 
under secretary of the Oil 
Ministry. “It’s very difficult 


to get into this refinery. They 
must have had some help.” 
Security officials blamed 
the insurgent group al-Qai- 
da in Mesopotamia. The Oil 
Ministry called the assault 
part of a “terrorist plan” to 
undermine the ministry’s 
ability to deliver oil prod¬ 
ucts to Iraqis, who spend 
hours waiting in line for 
diesel and gasoline, despite 
living atop an ocean of oil. 
According to officials from 
the refinery and the pro¬ 
vincial government, men 
armed with pistols with 
noise suppressors broke 
into the refinery around 
4:30 a.m. and attacked 
the few security guards 
and engineers who had 
been working overnight. 
The attackers then set off 
several bombs, sending 
jets of flame pouring from 
pipes and plumes of smoke 
billowing into the sky. It 
took 50 fire trucks more 
than five hours to contain 
the blaze, Reuters reported. 
In addition to the engi¬ 
neer who was killed, three 
people were wounded, at 
least one of them critically. 
After the U.S. invasion in 
2003, millions of dollars 
in fuel from the Baiji refin¬ 
ery was funneled onto the 
black market, some of it 
into the hands of militants. 
In 2008, a U.S. captain sta¬ 
tioned at Baiji called the il¬ 
legal flow of oil the “mon¬ 
ey pit of the insurgency.’^ 
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Ali Suleiman Aujali, who recently resigned as Libya’s ambassador to the United States, at the 
National Press Club in Washington, March 18, 2011. Aujali is part of an extraordinary wave of 
sudden ex-diplomats from Libya and Yemen who, depending on one’s point of view, are exhibiting 
uncommon courage or a savvy instinct for self-preservation.

On Monday, Prime Minister 
Vladimir V. Putin was un¬ 
sparing in his criticism, com¬ 
paring the allied campaign 
against Libya to the invasion 
of Iraq and likening it to a 
“medieval call for a crusade.” 
In a rare expression of dissent 
between the country’s two 
leaders, President Dmitry A. 


Medvedev later criticized the 
remarks as unacceptable. 

On Tuesday, Indian officials 
joined those calling for a 
cease-fire. Pranab Mukherjee, 
the country’s finance minis¬ 
ter and a leader of the lower 
house of Parliament, told law¬ 
makers that the coalition had 
no right to oust the ruler of a 
sovereign nation. “What is 
happening in a country, within 
their internal affairs, no exter¬ 


nal powers should interfere in 
it,” he said. 

The Turkish prime minister, 
Recep Tayyip Erdogan, said 
Tuesday that Turkey support¬ 
ed providing humanitarian 
aid to Libya but that it would 
“never be the party that points 
weapons at the Libyan peo¬ 
ple.” Turkey, the only Muslim 
member of NATO, had op¬ 
posed an alliance plan for the 
no-fly zone.Q 


France wants body outside NATO to head Libya light

PARIS - France proposed on 
Tuesday a new political steer¬ 
ing committee outside NATO 
to be responsible for oversee¬ 
ing military operations over 
Libya. 

French Foreign Minister 
Alain Juppe said the new 
body will bring together for¬ 
eign ministers of participating 
states such as Britain, France 
and the United States as well 
as the Arab League. 

It is expected to meet in the 
coming days, either in Brus¬ 
sels, London or Paris, Juppe 
said. 

Juppe said not all members 
of the military coalition are 
members of NATO but the co¬ 
alition would use the military 
alliance’s planning and inter¬ 
vention capabilities. 

“For us, the intervention is 
firstly an operation wanted 
by the United Nations. It is 
run by a coalition of member- 
states, all of whom are not 
members of the North At¬ 


lantic Treaty Organization,” 
Juppe said. “This is, therefore, 
not a NATO operation, even if 
it must be able to rely on mili¬ 
tary planning and intervention 
capacities of the Alliance.” 
Not all NATO members are in 
favor of the no-fly zone and 
airstrikes against Libya. 
President Nicolas Sarkozy 
proposed the new body and 
Britain agreed to it, Juppe 


said. 

Paris and London pressed 
early on for a no-fly zone 
to protect Libyan civilians 
from attacks by the forces of 
Moammar Gadhafi. France 
also hosted a summit Saturday 
of nations participating in the 
coalition just ahead of the first 
bombing runs in this North 
African country by French 
fighter jets.□

U.S. faces test on nuclear

WASHINGTON - At first 
glance Energy Secretary Ste¬ 
ven Chu’s career highlights 
read like a dream candidate’s 
resume for the job of manag¬ 
ing a backlash against nuclear 
power following the crisis in 
Japan: He’s arguably better 
placed to address the technical 
issues facing the industry than 
anyone who has ever held the 
post, which, for instance, un¬ 
der President Ronald Reagan 
included a former dentist. 

And Chu has proven he can 
take initiative during a crisis. 
During last year’s BP spill, he 
embedded himself at the com¬ 
pany’s Houston headquarters, 
spotting problems and iden¬ 
tifying fixes. Weeks into that 
job, and with no oil experi¬ 
ence, Chu was being asked by 
BP experts what to do. 

But one important qualifica¬ 
tion may be missing: Proven 
ability to make the American 
people feel safe from nuclear 
disaster. 

“Chu has the scientific side of 
nuclear, in which he is trying 
to understand how the tech¬ 
nology works, what the risks 
are, and perhaps how to make 
it better,” said David Pum- 
phrey of the Center for Strate¬ 
gic and International Studies, 
a former Energy Department 
official. 


But, when it comes to nuclear, 
which unlike oil drilling is 
spread over the country and 
has long-term waste issues, 
technical ability may not be 
enough to keep Americans 
on side. Japan’s struggles to 
prevent quake-hit nuclear re¬ 
actors from melting down 
has dealt the United States its 
toughest test on atomic en¬ 
ergy since the 1979 accident 
at Three Mile Island in Penn¬ 
sylvania, the worst in U.S. 
history. Already politicians 
and anti-nuclear activists in 
New York and California have 
demanded that reactors near 
population centers and fault 
lines must be shut, or at least 
not relicensed. 

Chu has tried to assure law¬ 
makers that computer models 
can target risks to plants of 
dual events like earthquakes 
and tsunamis. “This is one of 
the tools we think that can be 
used to make any system we 
have, including nuclear re¬ 
actors, safer,” Chu said last 
week at a hearing on Capitol 
Hill. 

But, even if U.S. plants can 
be shown that they are safer 
than the Fukushima nuclear 
complex in Japan, more than 
those kind of assurances may 
be needed to keep the U.S. nu¬ 
clear power industry growing. 
A majority of Americans sup¬ 
port a moratorium on new nu¬ 


clear reactor construction, if 
the country were able to meet 
its energy demand through 
increased efficiency and re¬ 
newable sources such as wind 
and solar, according to a poll 
released on Tuesday by ORC 
International for the Civil So¬ 
ciety Institute, a think tank. 
“One of the problems with the 
kind of reactions the general 
public has to nuclear power 
is very often they are not 
based on evidence, but feel¬ 
ings,” said William Phillips, 
a professor at the University 
of Maryland who shared the 
Nobel Prize with Chu for 
their work in laser cooling of 
atoms. Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission chief Gregory 
Jaczko will need to take the 
lead on the Obama adminis¬ 
tration’s response to ensuring 
safety at U.S. reactors. 

But it’s Chu who faces mak¬ 
ing the case for new nuclear 
plants even after the Japan 
crisis as the country’s power 
plants age, and as emissions 
from coal plants are blamed 
for warming the planet and 
having health risks of their 
own, and for energy security. 
His agency remains commit¬ 
ted to seeking an additional 
$36 billion in loan guarantees 
from Congress for plant con¬ 
struction, on top of an exist¬ 
ing $18.5 billion. Operators 
say without the aid it would 
be impossible to finance new 
reactors in the United States 
— even before factoring in 
potentially higher costs after 
Fukushima. 

It is a tough job for anyone. 
Not one new nuclear plant has 
been approved by U.S. regu¬ 
lators, from the initial design 
plans to the final construc¬ 
tion license, since Three Mile 
Island. And the Japan crisis 
could add more costs to new 
plants. □

Missing Virginia teacher’s 
body located in disaster

RICHMOND, Va. - A Virginia couple is mourning the death of 
their daughter after learning that her body was found in disas¬ 
ter-ravaged Japan, where she had been teaching English. 

Taylor Anderson, 24, could be the first known American victim 
in the Japan disaster as authorities continue the daunting task 
of finding and identifying almost 13,000 people believed to be 
missing, nderson’s family said in a statement that the U.S. Em¬ 
bassy in Japan called them Monday to tell them she was found 
in Ishinomaki, a city about 240 miles north of Tokyo. 

Officials with U.S. Embassy in Japan and the State Department 
could not immediately confirm whether she was the first known 
U.S. victim in Japan. Another 25-year-old man is presumed 
dead after being swept into the ocean March 11 by a swell from 
the tsunami on the northern California coast. “We would like 
to thank all those whose prayers and support have carried us 
through this crisis,” said Andy and Jean Anderson, who live 
in Chesterfield County south of Richmond. “Please continue 
to pray for all who remain missing and for the people of Ja¬ 
pan. We ask that that you respect our privacy during this hard 
time.” Jean Anderson said her daughter was last seen after the 
earthquake riding her bike away from an Ishinomaki elemen¬ 
tary school after making sure parents picked up their children. 
A tsunami struck shortly after the earthquake, completely wip¬ 
ing out homes and other structures. Friends and relatives used 
Facebook and other social networks to spread the word about 
the search for Taylor. Officials first told the family last Tuesday 
that their daughter had been located, but the Andersons learned 
that night that the information was incorrect. Taylor Anderson 
had a lifelong love of Japan and began studying the language in 
middle school. She moved overseas after graduating from Ran- 
dolph-Macon College in 2008 to teach in the Japan Exchange 
and Teaching Programme. She taught in eight schools in Ishi¬ 
nomaki, in the Miyagi prefecture on Japan’s northeast coast.Q

Japan quake serves as 
reminder for California

WASHINGTON - Law en¬ 
forcement officers are being 
killed at an alarming rate, At¬ 
torney General Eric 
Holder said on Tuesday, add¬ 
ing that options are being ex¬ 
plored to address the violence 
including seeking new gun 
control laws. Before meet¬ 
ing with state and local police 
chiefs and representatives of 
federal law enforcement agen¬ 
cies, Holder said 48 officers 
have died during the first three 
months of 2011, a 17 percent 
increase over 2010. Of those, 
23 were killed by gunfire, a 53 
percent jump. 


Last year “really marked the 
deadliest year for law enforce¬ 
ment in nearly two decades,” 
Holder said, noting there were 
162 officers killed in 2010. 
“That’s obviously very worri¬ 
some. This year we’re unfor¬ 
tunately on track to exceed the 
numbers we saw last year.” 

He said he has ordered Justice 
Department officials around 
the country to meet with law 
enforcement authorities to dis¬ 
cuss ways to address the issue, 
like federal programs that pro¬ 
vide grants to buy bulletproof 
vests. That new effort comes 
just days after President 
Barack Obama sought to open 
a new debate on preventing 


gun violence like the shooting 
rampage in Arizona in Janu¬ 
ary that killed six people and 
gravely wounded Democratic 
Representative Gabrielle Gif¬ 
fords. In addition to the death 
of state and local police of¬ 
ficers so far this year, two 
deputy Marshals were killed 
in the span of three weeks 
while trying to serve arrest 
warrants, the first deaths for 
that agency since 1992. At the 
same time, Obama noted that 
most gun owners “are respon¬ 
sible citizens” and he called 
on both sides of the gun con¬ 
trol debate to participate in 
the discussions rather than use 
the issue to engage in political 
grandstanding. 

The National Rifle Associa¬ 
tion (NRA), one of the most 
powerful lobbying organiza¬ 
tions, quickly rejected the 
idea of meetings with the 
Obama administration and 
has urged that the focus be on 
keeping guns out of the hands 
of unstable people. 

Holder sparked a stir weeks 
after taking office in 2009 
when he urged that a ban on 
assault weapons be reinstitut¬ 
ed. He has not mentioned the 
idea since then and the chanc¬ 
es of gun control legislation 
passing before 2013 are likely 
slim because Republicans 
who largely oppose broad gun 
restrictions control the House 
of Representatives.□

OAKLAND, Calif. - The dev¬ 
astating earthquake in Japan 
has served as a painful re¬ 
minder of the fact that Califor¬ 
nia has struggled on a number 
of fronts to protect the state 
from the next big one, namely 
when it comes to bolstering 
at-risk buildings. California’s 
five-year-old program for 
helping cash-strapped public 
schools seismically retrofit 
their most vulnerable build¬ 
ings has so far disbursed only 
a tiny portion of the $200 mil¬ 
lion set aside under the effort. 
The San Francisco-Oakland 
Bay Bridge, damaged in the 
1989 earthquake, still hasn’t 
been replaced. Thousands of 
old hospitals and apartment 
buildings remain despite be¬ 
ing at serious risk in a quake. 


“Everybody owns risk if you 
live in earthquake country,” 
said David Bonowitz, a struc¬ 
tural engineer. “And individu¬ 
als have to be responsible for 
their own risks just like public 
policymakers and city offi¬ 
cials have their own responsi¬ 
bilities.” Since the 1989 Loma 
Prieta earthquake in San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay area and the 1994 
Northridge temblor near Los 
Angeles, billions of dollars 
have been spent on retrofitting 
thousands of unreinforced 
brick buildings, roads, bridges 
and university buildings. 

Still, experts say thousands 
of potentially dangerous con¬ 
crete school buildings, high- 
rise apartments and hospitals 
that were built before Califor¬ 
nia changed its building code 
in 1976 have not even been 
identified. □

Firefighters work to put out 
fire

NEW YORK - It was a warm 
spring Saturday when dozens 
of immigrant girls and wom¬ 
en leapt to their deaths some 
with their clothes on fire, 
some holding hands as hor¬ 
rified onlookers watched the 
Triangle Shirtwaist factory 
bum. The March 25, 1911, 
fire that killed 146 workers 
became a touchstone for the 
organized labor movement, 
spurred laws that required 
fire drills and shed light on 
the lives of young immigrant 
workers near the turn of the 
century. The 100th anniver¬ 
sary comes as public workers 
in Wisconsin, Ohio and else¬ 
where protest efforts to limit 
collective bargaining rights in 
response to state budget woes. 
Labor leaders and others say 
one need only look to the Tri¬ 
angle fire to see why unions 
are cmcial. “This is a story 
that needs to be told and re¬ 
told,” said Cecilia Rubino, the 
writer-director of “From the 
Fire,” an oratorio inspired by 
the Triangle fire. “We don’t 
have that many moments in 
our history where you see so 
clearly the gears of history 
shift.” To mark the centennial, 
hundreds of theatrical perfor¬ 
mances, museum exhibits, 
lectures, poetry readings, ral¬ 


lies and panel discussions are 
taking place nationwide. Two 
documentaries have aired on 
TV; PBS’ “Triangle Fire” pre¬ 
miered Feb. 28 and HBO’s 
“Triangle: Remembering the 
Fire” on Monday. Descen¬ 
dants of victims and survivors 
of the fire will gather Friday 
for a procession to the site 
in Manhattan’s Greenwich 
Village. The building now 
houses New York University 
classrooms and labs. 

Suzanne Pred Bass, a Man¬ 
hattan psychotherapist and 
theater producer, is the great- 
niece of Katie Weiner, who 
survived the Triangle fire, and 
of Rose Weiner, who did not. 
Bass ticked off the reasons 
why people remain fascinat¬ 
ed by the Triangle fire after 
100 years. “It’s the youth of 
these women,” she said. “It’s 
the tragedy, it’s the changes 
it spawned and it’s the immi¬ 
grant experience.” 

The fire started at end of the 
workday and raced from the 
eighth floor to the ninth and 
10th. As hundreds of workers 
mainly Jewish and Italian im¬ 
migrant women and girls, the 
youngest 14 tried to escape, 
they found a crucial door ap¬ 
parently locked. “They were 
panic-stricken,” said Eileen 
Nevitt, whose grandmother 
Annie Sprinsock survived. “It 
was hellacious, and they ran 
for their lives the best they 
could.” Firefighters rushed to 
the scene and raised their lad¬ 
ders, which reached only to 
the sixth floor. 

The fire was under control 
in 18 minutes too late. At the 
trial later that year of Trian¬ 
gle owners Max Blanck and 
Isaac Harris on manslaughter 
charges, survivors testified 
that their escape had been 
blocked by a locked door on 
the ninth floor. Q

Woman charged in Texas fire

slaughter. The Feb. 24 blaze 
also injured three other chil¬ 
dren in her care. 

Court records did not show 
Tata had an attorney. Her 
brother, Ron Tata, did not im¬ 


mediately return a telephone 
call on Tuesday. 

Investigators say Tata went 
shopping and left the seven 
children alone. When she re¬ 
turned, a stove-top burner 
had ignited the blaze. The 
22-year-old day care operator, 
who has U.S. and Nigerian 
citizenship, fled to the West 
Africa country two days after 
the fire. The U.S. Marshals 
Service, which headed the 
search for Tata, said a series 
of tips and other information 
helped Interpol agents to cap¬ 
ture her on Saturday Her fam¬ 
ily says she turned herself in. 
Tata was returned to the U.S. 
early Monday morning.Q

COLUMBIA, S.C. - Wit¬ 
nesses to the weekend wreck 
of a children’s train ride that 
killed one boy flooded au¬ 
thorities with 911 calls plead¬ 
ing for help while describing 


a bloody, chaotic scene, audio 
recordings released Tuesday 
showed. 

“Hurry. There’s a whole 
bunch,” one caller said in the 
audio, obtained by The Asso¬ 
ciated Press under the Free¬ 
dom of Information Act. “One 


kid’s leg almost tore off. One 
kid’s not breathing.” 

“The train fell off the bridge, 
and there were a bunch of lit¬ 
tle kids on it,” another called 
said. “It’s a bloody mess,” 
said another. The callers were 
reporting scenes from Spar¬ 
tanburg’s Cleveland Park, 
where a nearly 60-year-old 
train went off its tracks Satur¬ 
day and toppled off a bridge, 
killing 6-year-old passenger 
Benji Easier and injuring 28 
others. Injuries ranged from 
bumps and bruises to bro¬ 
ken bones and some of the 
children were carried off in 
stretchers. In one call, a wom¬ 
an describes a boy turning 
blue while two people per¬ 
form CPR. 

On Tuesday, the mother of 
the man driving that train told 
The Associated Press her son 
is distraught over the death of 
a 6-year-old boy in the wreck, 
the man’s mother told AP 
Tuesday. 

“I don’t think this has hit Matt 
yet,” Virginia Conrad said 
by telephone from her home 
in Winnsboro of her son, 
42-year-old Matt Conrad. □

MONTCLAIR, New Jersey — 
The parents of a college stu¬ 
dent who killed himself af¬ 
ter his sexual encounter was 
shown online do not hold his 
former roommate criminally 
responsible for the death but 
do want him prosecuted for 
invading their son’s privacy, 
their attorney said on Tuesday. 
Rutgers University fresh¬ 
man Tyler Clementi, 18, who 
leaped off the George Wash¬ 


ington Bridge last fall, was the 
victim of a crime, not merely a 
“college prank,” Jane and Jo¬ 
seph Clementi said in a state¬ 
ment through their attorney. 
Last September, his former 
roommate Dharun Ravi al¬ 
legedly set up a webcam in 
the dorm room he shared with 
Clementi and streamed a live 
video online of Clementi in 
a romantic tryst with another 
man. Clementi killed himself 
a few days later. 

Ravi and Molly Wei, another 
student allegedly involved in 
the incident, withdrew from 
Rutgers. They are charged 
with two counts of invasion of 
privacy one is a fourth-degree 
charge with a possible sen¬ 
tence of 18 months in jail and 
a more serious third-degree 
charge of transmitting or dis¬ 
tributing images that carries 
a maximum five-year prison 
term. Although there is a pos¬ 
sibility of prison, judges have 
wide latitude in such cases, 
especially for first-time of¬ 
fenders, making incarceration 
less likely. 

The dementis “do not seek 
to hold (Ravi) criminally re¬ 
sponsible for Tyler’s suicide,” 
attorney Paul Mainardi said in 
an email.□

US Jet crashes in Libya; flghUng rages in cities

BU MARIEM, Libya - An 
American fighter jet crashed 
in Libya’s rebel held east, 
both crew ejecting safely as 
the aircraft spun from the sky 
during the third night of the 
U.S. and European air cam¬ 
paign. Moammar Gadhafi’s 
forces shelled rebels regroup¬ 
ing in the dunes outside a key 
eastern city on Tuesday, and 
his snipers and tanks roamed 
the last major opposition-held 
city in the west. 

The crash was the first major 
loss for the U.S. and Euro¬ 
pean military air campaign, 
which over three nights ap¬ 
pears to have hobbled Gad¬ 
hafi’s air defenses and artil¬ 
lery and rescued the rebels 
from impending defeat. But 
the opposition force, with 
more enthusiasm than disci¬ 
pline, has struggled to exploit 
the gains. The international 


alliance, too, has shown frac¬ 
tures as officials struggle to 
articulate an endgame. China 
and Russia, which abstained 
from the U.N. Security Coun¬ 
cil vote authorizing the inter¬ 
national intervention, called 
for a cease-fire Tuesday, after 
a night when international 
strikes hit Tripoli, destroying 
a military seaport in the capi¬ 
tal. The U.S. Air Force F-15E 
came down in field of winter 
wheat and thistles outside the 
town of Bu Mariem, about 24 
miles east of the rebel capital 
of Benghazi. 

By Tuesday afternoon, the 
plane’s body was mostly 
burned to ash, with only the 
wings and tail fins intact. U.S. 
officials say both crewmem¬ 
bers were safe in American 
hands. “I saw the plane spin¬ 
ning round and round as it 
came down,” said Mahdi el- 
Amruni, who rushed to the 
crash site with other villagers. 


“It was in flames. They died 
away, then it burst in to flames 
again.” One of the pilots para¬ 
chuted into a rocky field and 
hid in a sheep pen on Hamid 
Moussa el-Amruni’s family 
farm. 

“We didn’t think it was an 
American plane. We thought 
it was a Gadhafi plane. We 
started calling out to the pi¬ 
lot, but we only speak Arabic. 
We looked for him and found 
the parachute. A villager came 
who spoke English and he 
called out ‘we are here, we are 


with the rebels’ and then the 
man came out,” Hamid Mous¬ 
sa el-Amruni said. 

The pilot left in a car with 
the Benghazi national coun- 
cill, taking with him the water 
and juice the family provided. 
They kept his helmet and the 
parachute. A second plane 
strafed the field where the pi¬ 
lot went down. Hamid Moussa 
el-Amruni himself was shot, 
suffered shrapnel wounds in 
his leg and back, but he could 
still walk. He used an old 
broomstick as a crutch and 


said he held no grudge, be¬ 
lieving it was an accident. 

He said the second crew 
member came down in a dif¬ 
ferent field and was picked 
up by a helicopter, an account 
that coincided with the U.S. 
explanation of the rescue. 

The U.S. Africa Command 
said both crewmembers were 
in American hands with mi¬ 
nor injuries after what was 
believed to be a mechanical 
failure. Most of eastern Libya, 
where the plane crashed, is in 
rebel hands but the force has 
struggled to take advantage 
of the gains from the interna¬ 
tional air campaign. 

Ajdabiya, city of 140,000 that 
is the gateway to the east, has 
been under siege for a week. 
Outside the city, a ragtag band 
of hundreds of fighters milled 
about on Tuesday, clutching 
mortars, grenades and as¬ 
sault rifles. Some wore khaki 
fatigues. □

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Over 'human shields’ report 

CNN correspondent slams Fox 



Nic Robertson blasted Fox News

CNN senior international cor¬ 
respondent Nic Robertson 
blasted Fox News on Mon¬ 
day for its report that Libyan 
authorities used him and 
other journalists as “human 
shields” in order to prevent 
an attack on Muammar Gad- 
hafi’s compound in Tripoli 
the night before. Robertson 
said Fox News’ “allegation is 
outrageous and it’s absolutely 
hypocritical.” 

“You know, when you come 
to somewhere like Libya, you 
expect lies and deceit from 
the dictatorship here,” Rob¬ 
ertson said. “You don’t expect 
it from the other journalists.” 
You can watch Robertson’s 
reply on CNN’s “The Situa¬ 
tion Room” 

For weeks, the Gadhafi gov¬ 
ernment has brought foreign 
journalists invited to Tripoli 
to government-approved sites 
while detaining and even beat¬ 
ing foreign journalists who re¬ 


port from non-sanctioned ar¬ 
eas in Libya. “When we go on 
these government trips, it’s for 
a very simple reason because 
we don’t want government of¬ 
ficials to film it themselves, 
edit it themselves and then 
hand it off to us,” Robertson 
said. “We want to go for our¬ 
selves. We want to go and see, 
is it a command and control 
system?” Robertson said Fox 
News was being “hypocriti¬ 
cal” because the network sent 
a non-editorial staffer with a 
camera on the trip, along with 
about 40 other journalists. 


Fox News correspondent Jen¬ 
nifer Griffin called in to “On 
the Record” Monday night to 
defend her report, which was 
based off information she re¬ 
ceived from British sources. 
“They felt that the civilians 
and journalists had effectively 
been used as human shields 
and that was frustrating to 
them,” Griffin said, according 
to TVNewser. “It was a very 
close call. In fact one official 
told me that there was a AP 
crew literally on a spot where 
they were going to drop a 
missile.”□ 


Obama taking heat from 
all sides lor Libya action

President Obama’s decision 
to send American warplanes 
into Libya opened the nation’s 
third military theater in the 
Middle East and quickly cast 
the administration onto more 
battlegrounds at home. 

Three days into the first war 
he’s helped to start, Obama 
finds himself in an increasing¬ 
ly familiar position in relation 
to the Congress: detached, 
under fire, and going it largely 
alone.

By 9:30 in the morning on 
March 22, the emergency 
shelter at the Saitama Super 
Arena stadium, just north of 
Tokyo, had reached its maxi¬ 
mum capacity of 500 volun¬ 
teers. 

The other 1,500 do-gooders 
wanting to help displaced 
people from Futaba, the town 
closest to ground zero of the 
quake and tsunami damaged 
Fukushima Daiichi nuclear 
power plant, were turned 
away by volunteers holding 
hand-printed cardboard signs 
that said “We are sorry, but we 
cannot take any more volun¬ 
teers. Please try again tomor¬ 
row.” 

Inside the Saitama Super Are¬ 
na, which normally hosts rock 
concerts, some 5,000 earth¬ 
quake, tsunami and nuclear 
refugees, including those dis¬ 
placed from Futaba, are trying 
to carve out a normal routine 
from their makeshift homes 
composed of squares of blan¬ 
kets and mats. There to help 
them are the volunteers, who 


hand out free bananas, blan¬ 
kets, diapers, toys and other 
necessities for people who es¬ 
caped with little more than the 
clothes on their backs. Some 
volunteers hold signs present¬ 
ing complimentary daycare 
services, while others offer 
free shampoos, blow-dries 
and shaves at local beauty 
parlors. “It’s the least I can 
do,” says Hideyuki Tanaka, 
a stylist with blond-dyed hair 
standing with a sign offering 
free salon services. “I don’t 
have any other skills except 
for this, so I thought I could 
make this small contribution.” 
By noon, some 60 evacuees 
had taken advantage of free 
services at his Maggie Friends 
beauty salon. 

The Saitama emergency shel¬ 
ter is a model of organization 
and good will, masking-tape 
arrows pointing the way to 
the bath line or the food line 
or the clothing line. Bowing, 
smiling volunteers shepherd 
dazed-looking evacuees from 
one line to the other. But in 
northeastern Japan, where an 
estimated 21,000 are dead or 


missing and another 350,000 
homeless as of March 22, the 
country’s labyrinthine bu¬ 
reaucracy has seriously ham¬ 
pered efforts to deliver aid. 
Some shelters still have no 
heat, while others are ration¬ 
ing rice balls. In a country 
that prides itself on efficiency, 
the fact that 11 days after the 
quake, displaced people are 
still hungry and, even if they 
have cars, cannot go get food 
because of a shortage of fuel 
is a shocking turn of events. 
The aid bottlenecks are all 
the more surprising given that 
most Japanese anticipated 
that their government would 


respond quickly. “There are 
very high expectations of the 
government here, and civil 
society is struggling to find 
its place,” says Randy Martin, 
director of global emergency 
operations for Mercy Corps, 
a U.S.-based NGO. “The most 
important thing is to get the 
supply chain going again.” 
During other natural disas¬ 
ters that I’ve covered, by the 
fourth day after the event, 
steady streams of local and 
even international aid usually 
converged upon the stricken 
area. This happened even in 
developing-world countries 
with far less infrastructure 


than Japan has. But in Tohoku, 
as Japan’s northeast is called, 
aid has trickled in agonizingly 
slowly, despite the country 
mobilizing 100,000 soldiers 
for its relief effort. It took far 
more than a week after the 
earthquake, for example, for 
the region’s highways, which 
are reserved for “emergency 
vehicles,” to be filled with the 
kind of aid convoys that typi¬ 
cally race to disaster scenes. 
One major aid bottleneck has 
been Japan’s fondness for red 
tape. “In special times, you 
have to do things in a special 
way,” says Kensuke Kobayas- 
hi, an IBM employee in To¬ 
kyo, who has tried to organize 
relief efforts to Tohoku from 
the Japanese capital. “But in 
Japan there is a legal wall that 
stops everything.” Japanese 
shipping company NYK had 
offered to provide a container 
ship for helicopters to land on 
when ferrying in relief sup¬ 
plies to coastal areas. But the 
government rejected the offer 
because the NYK shipmates 
lacked the proper licenses to 
help with such work.

FUKUSHIMA, Japan - Work¬ 
ers at a leaking nuclear plant 
hooked up power lines to all 
six of the crippled 
complex’s reactor units Tues¬ 
day, but other repercussions

up the overheated plant’s cru¬ 
cial cooling system that was 
knocked out during the March 
11 tsunami and earthquake 
that devastated Japan’s north¬ 
east coast. 

Tokyo Electric Power Co. 
warned that workers still need 
to check all equipment for 
damage first before switch¬ 
ing the cooling system on to 
all the reactor units a process 
that could take days or even 
weeks. 

Late Tuesday night, Tokyo 
Electric said lights went on 
in the central control room of 
Unit 3, but that doesn’t mean 
power had been restored to 
the cooling system. Officials 
will wait until sometime to try 
to power up the water pumps 
to the unit.Emergency crews 
also dumped 18 tons of sea¬ 
water into a nearly boiling 
storage pool holding spent 
nuclear fuel, cooling it to 
105 degrees Fahrenheit Ja¬ 
pan’s nuclear safety agency 
said. Steam, possibly carry¬ 
ing radioactive elements, had 
been rising for two days from 


the reactor building, and the 
move lessens the chances that 
more radiation will seep into 
the air. 

Added up, the power lines and 
concerted dousing bring au¬ 
thorities closer to ending a nu¬ 
clear crisis that has complicat¬ 
ed the government’s response 
to the catastrophic earthquake 
and tsunami that killed an es¬ 
timated 18,000 people. 

Its power supply knocked out 
by the disasters, the Fuku¬ 
shima complex has leaked ra¬ 
diation that has found its way 


into vegetables, raw milk, the 
water supply and even seawa¬ 
ter. Government officials and 
health experts say the doses 
are low and not a threat to hu¬ 
man health unless the tainted 
products are consumed in ab¬ 
normally excessive quantities. 
The Health Ministry ordered 
officials in the area of the 
stricken plant to increase 
monitoring of seawater and 
seafood after elevated levels 
of radioactive iodine and cesi¬ 
um were found in ocean water 
near the complex.Q

HAVANA - Cuban revolu¬ 
tionary leader Fidel Castro 
said on Tuesday he quit all his 
official positions when he fell 
ill in 2006, including head of 
the ruling Communist Party. 
His comments in a column 
published in state-run media 
appeared aimed at dampening 
speculation about his future 
that has preceded a party con¬ 
gress next month. 

Even though it was widely 
known he was not doing the 
day-to-day job of party lead¬ 
er, he has never publicly re¬ 
signed the post, as he did the 
Cuban presidency in February 
2008. 

“I resigned without hesita¬ 
tion all my state and political 
positions, even that of First 
Secretary of the Party, when 
I got sick and I never tried to 
exercise them after the proc¬ 
lamation of July 31, 2006,” 
he wrote, referring to a state¬ 
ment disclosing that he had 
undergone surgery for in¬ 
testinal bleeding and would 
cede power temporarily to his 
younger brother Raul Castro. 


He never tried to take up his 
old position even when he 
had partially recovered, but 
he said people kept “affec¬ 
tionately” referring to him as 
party leader. 

Castro, 84, suggested in No¬ 
vember that he had stepped 
aside, telling a group of stu¬ 
dents he had “delegated” all 
his powers and had not hesi¬ 
tated “in letting go of my po¬ 
sitions.” 

Raul Castro, who officially 
succeeded his brother as pres¬ 
ident in February 2008, is said 
to have taken over the role of 
party leader and many expect 
he will keep it at the congress, 
where a new central com¬ 


mittee for Cuba’s only legal 
political party is slated to be 
elected.

SANAA, Yemen - Yemen’s 
embattled U.S.-backed presi¬ 
dent pledged to step down 
more than a year early but 
refused to immediately resign 
on Tuesday, infuriating tens 
of thousands of demonstrators 
demanding his ouster. 

The opposition said it would 
not accept President Ali 
Abdullah Saleh’s offer to re¬ 
sign by year’s end in response 
to nationwide anti-govern¬ 
ment protests, which have 
swelled dramatically since 
security forces opened fatally 
shot more than 40 demonstra¬ 
tors on Friday. 

“The president’s statements 
are just another political ma¬ 
neuver,” said chief opposition 
spokesman Mohammed al- 
Sabri. “What was acceptable 
yesterday is not acceptable 
for us today.” 

The standoff pushed Yemen 
closer to open confrontation 
between the two sides, fuel¬ 
ing Western fears that Saleh’s 
32-year-old regime could be 
replaced by chaos, or a lead¬ 
ership less likely to cooperate 
with U.S. military operations 
against the local branch of al- 
Qaida. 

Anger at Friday’s shootings 
splintered Saleh’s remaining 
support among the country’s 
most powerful institutions, 
and influential clerics, tribal 
leaders and military com¬ 
manders all began calling for 
his departure. Some of the

KIEV, Ukraine - Former 
Ukraine President Leonid 
Kuchma is to be questioned in 
a 10-year investigation 
into the brutal slaying of an 
investigative journalist re¬ 
nowned for exposing high- 
level corruption, say prosecu¬ 
tors. 

Deputy Prosecutor General 
Renat Kuzmin said Tuesday 
that Kuchma is suspected of 
abusing his office powers by 
giving orders to Interior Min¬ 
istry officials that “eventually 
led to the journalist’s killing.” 
The ex-president has been 
banned from leaving Ukraine 
as part of the probe, he added. 
The journalist, Heorhiy 
Gongadze well known for ex¬ 
posing high-level corruption 
was kidnapped in September 
2000 at the age of 31. His 
headless body was later dis¬ 
covered outside the Ukraine 
capital, Kiev. 

Gongadze’s widow, Myrosla- 
va, and her two children fled 
to the United States in 2001 
where they received political 
asylum. 

Kuchma has long been ac¬ 
cused by his opponents and 
rights groups of involvement 
in the slaying based on tape

recordings in which a voice 
that sounds like his is heard 
complaining about the jour¬ 
nalist and suggesting subordi¬ 
nates “deal” with the problem. 
The killing sparked months of 
protests against Kuchma and 
calls for his resignation. 
Kuchma has denied the alle¬ 
gations. His office declined 
to comment on Tuesday’s an¬ 
nouncement. 

The probe represents a new 
twist in the long-running in¬ 
vestigation seen by many as a 
test of Ukraine’s commitment 
to the rule of law.

Interior Ministry burns as police protest

CAIRO - Fire swept the up¬ 
per floors of Egypt’s Interior 
Ministry building on Tuesday 
as policemen protested out¬ 
side to demand higher pay. A 
security official accused dem¬ 
onstrators of starting the blaze 
in downtown Cairo. 

TV footage showed flames 
climbing the top floors of the 
building and a huge plume of 
black smoke filling the sky. 
Later, firefighters on tall lad¬ 
ders sprayed water to extin¬ 
guish the fire. One protester 
denied they had lit the fire and 
accused those inside of setting 
if off by burning security files 
to get rid of evidence of police 
abuses. Many Egyptians still 
associate the Interior Minis¬ 
try’s security forces with the 
worst excesses of the regime 
of ousted President Hosni 
Mubarak. Earlier this month, 
protesters rallied outside State 
Security offices across the na¬ 
tion, storming some of them 
in a search of evidence of hu¬ 
man rights violations. 
Tuesday’s protest outside the 
ministry, however, was held 
by policemen themselves. 
They want a minimum sal¬ 
ary of $200 a month much 
more than many get now and 
other benefits, including im¬ 


proved health care. The mass 
demonstrations that toppled 
Mubarak on Feb. 11 have set 
off frequent protests by labor¬ 
ers, including police officers, 
seeking to improve their lot. 
The security official said pro¬ 
testers lit the fire in the build¬ 
ing housing in the ministry’s 
personnel department. It then 
spread to an adjacent commu¬ 
nications building. 

One protester who arrived to 
see fires burning in the two 
buildings said it couldn’t have 
been started by the crowd 
because they had no way of 
entering the heavily guarded 
compound. He accused work¬ 
ers inside of burning security 
files and starting the blaze. 

“It is as if light just started to 
arrive and they want to bring 
back the darkness,” he said, 
giving only his first name, 
Amil, because he feared gov¬ 
ernment retribution. 

About 15 central security 
trucks cordoned off the com¬ 
plex to prevent demonstrators 
from storming it. It remained 
unclear how the fire started, 
though onlookers said it ap¬ 
peared to begin in the six- 
story building’s middle floors, 
then spread to the top. 
Thousands of people collected 
in nearby streets to watch as 
four fire trucks extinguished

the blaze. Military police in 
khaki uniforms and red be¬ 
rets prevented them from ap¬ 
proaching the building. 
Tuesday’s demonstration also 
called for the return of for¬ 
mer Interior Minister Mah¬ 
moud Wagdi, whom Egypt’s 
military rulers replaced in a 
Cabinet shake-up this month 
aimed at removing stalwarts 
of the Mubarak regime.

The Problem with Partners

One of the most powerful 
tools for improving the edu¬ 
cational achievement of poor 
black and Hispanic public 
school students is, regrettably, 
seldom even considered. It 
has become a political no-no. 
Educators know that it is very 
difficult to get consistently 
good results in schools char¬ 
acterized by high concentra¬ 
tions of poverty. The best 
teachers tend to avoid such 
schools. Expectations regard¬ 
ing student achievement are 
frequently much lower, and 
there are lower levels of pa¬ 
rental involvement. These, of 
course, are the very schools in 
which so many black and His¬ 
panic children are enrolled. 
Breaking up these toxic con¬ 
centrations of poverty would 
seem to be a logical and wor¬ 
thy goal. Long years of evi¬ 
dence show that poor kids of 
all ethnic backgrounds do bet¬ 
ter academically when they go 
to school with their more af¬ 
fluent - that is, middle class - 
peers. But when the poor kids 
are black or Hispanic, that 
means racial and ethnic inte¬ 
gration in the schools. Despite 
all the babble about a postra- 
cial America, that has been 
off the table for a long time. 
More than a half-century after 
the landmark Brown v. Board 
of Education school desegre¬ 
gation ruling, we are still try¬ 
ing as a country to validate 
and justify the discredited 
concept of separate but equal 
schools - the very idea sup¬ 
posedly overturned by Brown 
v. Board when it declared, 
“Separate educational facili¬ 
ties are inherently unequal.” 
Schools are no longer legally 
segregated, but because of 
residential patterns, hous¬ 
ing discrimination, economic 


disparities and long-held cus¬ 
tom, they most emphatically 
are in reality. “Ninety-five 
percent of education reform 
is about trying to make sepa¬ 
rate schools for rich and poor 
work, but there is very little 
evidence that you can have 
success when you pack all the 
low-income students into one 
particular school,” said Rich¬ 
ard Kahlenberg, a senior fel¬ 
low at the Century Foundation 
who specializes in education 
issues. The current obsession 
with firing teachers, attacking 
unions and creating ever more 
charter schools has done very 
little to improve the academic 
outcomes of poor black and 
Latino students. Nothing has 
brought about gains on the 
scale that is needed. If you re¬ 
ally want to improve the edu¬ 
cation of poor children, you 
have to get them away from 
learning environments that are 
smothered by poverty. This is 
being done in some places, 
with impressive results. An 
important study conducted 
by the Century Foundation 
in Montgomery County, Md., 
showed that low-income stu¬ 
dents who happened to be en¬ 
rolled in affluent elementary 
schools did much better than 
similarly low-income students 
in higher-poverty schools in 
the county. The study, re¬ 
leased in October, found that 
“over a period of five to seven 
years, children in public hous¬ 
ing who attended the school 
district’s most advantaged 
schools (as measured by ei¬ 
ther subsidized lunch status 
or the district’s own criteria) 
far outperformed in math and 
reading those children in pub¬ 
lic housing who attended the 
district’s least-advantaged 
public schools.” Studies have 
shown that it is not the race 
of the students that is signifi¬ 
cant, but rather the improved 
all-around environment of 
schools with better teachers, 
fewer classroom disruptions, 
pupils who are more engaged 
academically, parents who 
are more involved, and so 
on. The poorer students ben¬ 
efit from the more affluent 
environment. “It’s a much 
more effective way of closing 
the achievement gap,” said 
Kahlenberg. □

These days we are all co¬ 
religionists in the church of 
multilateralism. The Iraq war 
reminded everybody not to 
embark on an international ef¬ 
fort without a broad coalition. 
Yet today, as an impeccably 
crafted multilateral force in¬ 
tervenes in Libya, certain old 
feelings are coming back to 
the surface. These feelings 
have been buried since the 
1990s, when multilateral ef¬ 
forts failed in Kosovo, Rwan¬ 
da and Iraq. They concern 
the structural weaknesses that 
bedevil multilateral efforts. 
They remind us that unilater¬ 
alism may be no walk in the 
park, but multilateralism has 
its own characteristic prob¬ 
lems, which are showing up 
already in Libya. First, mul¬ 
tilateral efforts are marked by 
opaque decision-making and 


strategic vagueness. It is hard 
to get leaders from different 
nations with different values 
to agree on a common course 
of action. When diplomats 
do achieve this, it is usually 
because they have arrived at 
artful fudges that allow lead¬ 
ers from different countries to 
read the same words in a U.N. 
resolution and understand 
them in different ways. The 
negotiation process to arrive 
at these fudges involves a long 
chain of secret discussions and 
it necessarily involves eliding 
issues that might blow every¬ 
thing up. Sure enough, the 
decision-making process that 
led to the Libyan intervention 
was remarkably opaque. (It is 
still not clear why the Obama 
administration flipped from 
skepticism to resolve.) More 
important, the nations have 
not really defined what they 
hope to achieve. Is the coali¬ 
tion trying to depose Moam- 
mar Gadhafi? Are coalition 
forces trying to halt Gadhafi’s 
advances or weaken his gov¬ 
ernment? Would the coalition 
allow Gadhafi to win so long 
as he didn’t massacre more 
civilians? Is it trying to create 
a partitioned Libya? Are we 
there to help the democratic 
tide across the region? 

The members of the coalition 


could not agree on answers to 
any of these questions, so the 
purpose of the enterprise was 
left vague. Second, leaders in 
multilateral efforts often ob¬ 
sess about the diplomatic pro¬ 
cess and ignore the realities 
on the ground. The reports de¬ 
scribing how the Libyan inter¬ 
vention came about are filled 
with palace intrigue. They 
describe the different factions 
within the Obama administra¬ 
tion, the jostling by France 
and Britain, the efforts to win 
over the Arab League. It’s not 
clear who was thinking about 
the realities in Libya. 

Who are the rebels we are 
supporting? How weak is the 
Gadhafi government? How 
will Libyans react to a West¬ 
ern bombing campaign? Why 
should we think a no-fly zone 
will protect civilians when 
they never have in the past? 

In this, as in so many previous 
multilateral efforts, the pro¬ 
cess blots out the substance. 
Diplomats become more in¬ 
terested in serving the global 
architecture than in engaging 
the actual facts on the ground. 
Third, multilateral efforts are 
retarded and often immobi¬ 
lized by dispersed authority 
and a complicated decision¬ 
making process.

U.S. District Judge Larry 
Hicks said Pacquiao has suf¬ 
ficient evidence to continue 
his lawsuit that alleges May¬ 
weather and others acted with 
malice by accusing the Fili¬ 
pino boxer in a series of inter¬ 
views of using performance¬ 
enhancing drugs. “Moving 
defendants argue that Pac¬ 
quiao has failed to sufficiently 
allege malice because moving 
defendants could not have 
known one way or the other 
whether Pacquiao had actu¬ 
ally taken PEDs when they 
made the alleged defamatory 
statements,” the order reads. 
“However, the court finds 
that Pacquiao has sufficiently 
pled malice in the amended 
complaint.” Pacquiao claimed 
in the suit that he has never 
tested positive for any perfor¬ 
mance-enhancing drugs, but 
that Mayweather, Mayweath¬ 
er’s father and uncle, Oscar 
De La Hoya and Golden Boy 
Promotions’ Richard Schae¬ 
fer embarked on a campaign 
to make people think he used 
drugs. “The truth did not stop 
Mayweather and the others,” 
the suit contends. □

No. 1 Wozniacki: 1 deserve to be where I am’

MIAMI (AP)—Caroline Woz¬ 
niacki is No. 1 without win¬ 
ning a Grand Slam tourna¬ 
ment—and she has no prob¬ 
lem with that. 

“I’ve won quite a few tourna¬ 
ments the last year and I feel 
like I’m playing great tennis 
at the moment,” she said dur¬ 
ing a news conference for the 
Sony Ericsson Open, which 
began Tuesday. “I feel I de¬ 
serve to be where I am. 

“I’m 20 and No. 1. A lot of 
people want to be in my foot¬ 
steps.” 

The opening day of the tour¬ 
nament featured 12 women’s 
first-round matches as well 
qualifying matches. 

American Melanie Oudin 
moved into the second round 
with a 7-5, 6-3 win over Julia 
Goerges of Germany. 
Sixteen-year-old American 
wildcard Madison Keys chal¬ 
lenged former top-10 player 
Patty Schnyder of Switzerland 
before losing 3-6, 6-1, 7-6 (2). 


Wozniacki’s already won two 
titles this year: Dubai and In¬ 
dian Wells. She did, however, 
fall short at the Australian 
Open, losing in the semifinals 
to Li Na of China. 

In 2010, Wozniacki won six 
of her 14 career titles. But her 
best 2010 Grand Slam result 
was a U.S. Open semifinal ap¬ 
pearance. 

Wozniacki’s only career 
Grand Slam final was at the 
2009 U.S. Open, wher she lost 
in straight sets to Kim Cli- 
jsters. 

Clijsters, the Sony Ericsson 
Open defending champion, 
also makes a good case for 
being No. 1 in the world as 
the reigning champion of the 
last two majors: the 2010 U.S. 
Open and 2011 Australian 
Open. 

Clijsters did push Wozniacki 
out of the No. 1 ranking for 
the week of Feb. 14, 2011. 
But Wozniacki returned to top 
billing the following week and 


will remain at No. 1 at least 
through April 10,2011. 

“For sure, I think Kim de¬ 
serves to be No. 1 as well,” 
said No. 5 Sam Stosur of Aus¬ 
tralia. “I can’t really say any¬ 
thing except, unfortunately, 
that’s the way the rankings 
work for the players who 
don’t play as much.” 

Stosur, however, acknowledg¬ 
es Wozniacki’s play the past 
year has been impressive. 

“If she’s No. 1 without win¬ 
ning one (a Grand Slam) then 
that’s credit to her for doing 
well every single week and 
being ultra consistent,” Stosur 
said. 

Clijsters said a shoulder injury 
that forced her to retire from 
a fourth-round match against 
Marion Bartoli of France at 
Indian Wells is much better. 
She anticipates no problem 
attempting to defend her title 
this week. 

For her part, Clijsters wasn’t 
all that interested in debat¬ 


ing the No. 1 issue. She’s 
been top-ranked for 20 weeks 
throughout her career. 

“To me, it’s not something I’m 
focused on and aiming for,” 
Clijsters said. “I’m happy she 


enjoys the whole role because 
I think when you’re number 
one there’s even more things 
to do.

NEW CITY, N.Y. - The teen¬ 
age girl at the center of the 
sex-crimes case against foot¬ 
ball great Lawrence Taylor 
made a surprise appearance at 
his sentencing Tuesday, eager 
to declare that he should be 
behind bars. She was denied 
the chance to speak in court, 
and Taylor was sentenced to 
six years’ probation, as agreed 
when he pleaded guilty in 
January to sexual misconduct 
and patronizing an underage 
prostitute. The former New 
York Giants linebacker must 
register as a sex offender, but 
a hearing on exactly how that 
will affect him was postponed 
to April 12. The girl arrived 
with celebrity lawyer Gloria 
Allred, who described her as 
“a sex-trafficking victim.” 
The girl, now 17, has been 
identified in court and by All- 
red only by the initials C.F. 
Allred stood beside the girl at 
a news conference but later re¬ 
fused to reveal her name. She 
would not say whether the girl 
plans a lawsuit against Taylor 
but said, “We look forward to 
representing her as she con¬ 
tinues her fight for justice.” 


She said Taylor “should be in 
the hall of shame, not the Hall 
of Fame.” The girl was 16 — 
under the age of consent — 
when she met Taylor last May. 
Speaking outside the Rock¬ 
land County Courthouse, she 
denied she was a prostitute 
and said another man, whom 
she called Rasheed, forced her 
to go into Taylor’s Montebello 
hotel room by punching her 
in the face. She said Taylor 
should have been able to tell 
she had been beaten and that 
she was underage. “I believe 
Mr. Taylor could see my face 


and how young I was,” she 
said. 

“I did what he told me to do 
because I was afraid what 
would happen if I didn’t.” She 
added, her voice breaking, “I 
am upset that he will not go to 
jail for what he did to me.” 
The other man has been iden¬ 
tified in a separate federal 
prosecution in Manhattan as 
Rasheed Davis, who is ac¬ 
cused of acting as the girl’s 
pimp and who allegedly as¬ 
saulted her and brought her to 
Taylor’s room at the Holiday 
Inn. □

Spurs win game 
but lose Duncan

The injury looked potentially 
serious as Duncan lay on his 
side, clutching his foot with 
both hands, for more than a 
minute. The 34-year-old All- 
Star steadied himself with the 
help of trainers while limping 
off the court. 

Manu Ginobili scored 28 
points for San Antonio while 
Tony Parker added 17 points 
and 15 assists. 

Ekpe Udoh led Golden State 
with 15 points. It was Udoh’s 
foot that Duncan appeared to 
be trying to avoid while land¬ 
ing awkwardly after hitting a 
short jumper in the first quar¬ 
ter. 

Celtics 96, Knicks 86 

In New York, Boston scored 
the final 10 points for a spir¬ 
ited victory over New York. 
The Celtics showed the Knicks 
they will be tough to beat next 
month if this was a preview 
of a first-round playoff se¬ 
ries. Boston’s Kevin Garnett 
had 24 points and 11 rebound 
while Raj on Rondo added 

13 points and 12 rebounds. 
Carmelo Anthony scored 22 
points for the Knicks, but nei¬ 
ther he nor Amare Stoudemire 
had a field goal in the fourth 
quarter. 

Boston (50-19) matched its 
victory total from last season 
and remained tied with Chi¬ 
cago for the best record in the 
Eastern Conference. 

Grizzlies 103, Jazz 85 
In Memphis, the hosts downed 
Utah to maintain their hold on 
the final Western Conference 
playoff spot. 

Zach Randolph scored 19 
points and grabbed 13 re¬ 
bounds to lead seven Mem¬ 
phis players in double fig¬ 
ures. Darrell Arthur scored 

14 points on 7-of-ll shooting 


from the field. 

Paul Millsap led Utah with 15 
points. 

Bulls 132, Kings 92 

In Chicago, Derrick Rose and 
Kyle Korver scored 18 points 
apiece as Chicago routed Sac¬ 
ramento. The win gave the 
Bulls their first 50-win season 
since 1997-98 and allowed 
Chicago to remain tied with 
Boston atop the Eastern Con¬ 
ference. 

Carlos Boozer scored 16 
points in his return to the 
Bulls’ lineup after missing 
five games with a sprained 
ankle. He joined a balanced 
Bulls attack that had eight 
players scoring in double fig¬ 
ures in a game that was not 
close after the first period. 
Marcus Thornton led the 
Kings with 25 points. 

Nuggets 123, Raptors 90 
In Denver, the hosts’ smoth¬ 
ering defense forced 23 turn¬ 
overs, helping Denver smash 
Toronto. Ty Lawson scored 
23 points for the Nuggets, 
who raced out to a 29-point 
lead in the second quarter and 
never looked back, beating 
the Raptors for the seventh 
straight time at home. 

Denver was without guards 
Raymond Felton (left ankle) 
and Arron Affialo (left ham¬ 


string), but hardly missed a 
beat. The Nuggets had seven 
players score in double figures 
as they improved to 10-4 since 
the deal that sent Carmelo An¬ 
thony to the New York Knicks. 
Andrea Bargnani had 20 
points for the Raptors. 

Magic 97, Cavaliers 86 
In Cleveland, Dwight Howard 
scored 28 points, grabbed 18 
rebounds and was too much 
for Cleveland’s front line to 
handle in leading Orlando to a 
win over the Cavaliers. 

The Magic built a 15-point 
lead in the first quarter and 
were up by 26 late in the third. 
Cleveland pulled within 92-83 
with 3:15 remaining, but Hedo 
Turkoglu’s 3-pointer put Or¬ 


lando back in control. 

Orlando swept all four games 
against Cleveland, winning 
the season series for the first 
time since 2002-03. The teams 
were heated rivals just a year 
ago when LeBron James was 
still with the Cavs, but they’re 
now at opposite ends of the 
NBA spectrum.

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Will Barry Bonds be convicted or just embarrassed?

SAN FRANCISCO - The Bar¬ 
ry Bonds trial was barely an 
hour old, and already jurors 
were working overtime. Note¬ 
books in hand, they scribbled 
words like testicular atrophy, 
heard about female fertility 
drugs, and were told a bitter 
ex-mistress and equally bit¬ 
ter former childhood friend of 
Bonds would soon be taking 
the stand to help explain it all. 
Hopefully, one other thing will 
be explained along the way: 
After spending more than sev¬ 
en years and millions of dol¬ 
lars chasing Bonds, just what 
is it the government hopes 
to gain by convicting him of 
some relatively minor charges 
of lying to a grand jury? 
Judging from opening day 
of testimony at the federal 
courthouse not far from the 
ballpark Bonds built it’s this:

If they don’t convict Bonds, 
they sure intend to embarrass 
the heck out of him. 

Not a bad idea, actually, if 
you consider how Bonds em¬ 
barrassed the game of base¬ 
ball with superhero-like feats 
every time he spread some 
“cream” or “clear” on himself. 
And Bonds should be em¬ 
barrassed for not being man 
enough to tell Greg Anderson 
to take the stand already and 
avoid being locked up again as 
he was Tuesday while Bonds 
watched impassively from a 
few feet away. 

For those keeping score, it’s 
the fourth stint behind bars 
for Anderson, the trainer the 
government alleges helped 
supply Bonds with steroids 
and human growth hormone. 
His loyalty to Bonds may be 
misguided, but he steadfastly 
refused to testify despite the 
urging of the judge to take the 


stand “so that the whole truth 
can come out in this trial.” 
That may save Bonds from 
prison, judging from the cast 
of characters the government 
now must pin its hopes on 
in the absence of Anderson. 
They range from former mis¬ 
tress Kimberly Bell to Steve 
Hoskins, the childhood friend 
and one-time business partner 
of Bonds, and it didn’t take 
long for the lead defense attor¬ 
ney to paint them as unworthy 
of belief. 

Still, they will tell tales that 
would make anyone squirm, 
even Bonds. Unlike Anderson, 
they will talk about his alleg¬ 
edly shrinking body parts, his 
business dealings and what 
they believe was his steroid 
use. 

They will certainly provide 
baseball writers a transcript of 
transgressions they can use to 
deny Bonds entry in the Hall 
of Fame when he is eligible on 
next year’s ballot. 

And it will further tarnish the 
reputation of the surly slugger, 
who treated fans with such 
disdain over his long career. 
But after Bonds’ all-star team 
of lawyers get through with 
them, they may have so little 
credibility left that jurors will 
let him walk. In a case built 
largely on circumstantial evi¬ 
dence, these are not the people 
you want explaining the cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Indeed, if Bonds was worried 
about possibly going to prison 
for lying about his steroid use, 
the opening statements should 
calm those fears. Assistant 
U.S. Attorney Matt Parrella 


did a workmanlike job in lay¬ 
ing out the prosecution’s case, 
but defense attorney Allen 
Ruby seemed to captivate the 
jury when he launched into a 
folksy defense of his client. 
“They’ve tried to create a cari¬ 
cature. 

Barry Bonds as a terrible guy, 
always bad and mean,” Ruby 
said. “Barry’s not a caricature. 
He’s a man.” 

He’s also a wealthy man, earn¬ 
ing $192.8 million in his ca¬ 
reer, so he certainly has mon¬ 
ey to buy legal talent and lots 
of it. It’s money well spent on 
a legal dream team of 13 at¬ 
torneys — one that prosecu¬ 
tors can’t hope to match with 
either talent or firepower. 

Put in baseball terms, Bonds’ 
team looks like the 1927 Yan¬ 
kees against the 2011 Pirates. 
And, unlike the prosecution, 
they don’t have to convince 
all 12 jurors of anything. 

Not that some of those jurors 
need too much convincing 
that Bonds is being unfairly 
targeted. 

One man made it on the panel 
even after expressing anger 
that Congress spent time in¬ 
vestigating steroid use, and 
saying that Bonds has “proba¬ 
bly not (received) a fair trial in 
the court of public opinion.” 
Just what the jurors were 
thinking after both sides laid 
out their cases is impossible to 
say. I know what I was think¬ 
ing — that I couldn’t believe 
how much smaller Bonds is 
today than he was in 2007 
when I followed him as he 
passed Henry Aaron to be¬ 
come baseball’s all-time home 


run leader. 

Circumstantial evidence, sure. 
Anyone looking at Bonds 
would think the same thing 
and Bonds’ own lawyer even 
admitted Bonds took steroids, 
though he said he did so un¬ 
knowingly. 

But the case is not about tak¬ 
ing steroids; it’s about lying 
about it. And, after a series 
of rulings that excluded evi¬ 
dence leading up to the trial, 
the prosecution’s chances of 
nailing Bonds looked shaky 
going in. 

That didn’t change on the first 
day of testimony despite the 
best efforts of lead investiga¬ 
tor Jeff Novitzky. 

If anything, the playing field 
seemed tilted even more to¬ 
ward the defense after Novitz¬ 
ky came off as evasive during 
cross-examination by an ag¬ 
gressive defense attorney late 
in the day. 

Years after beginning their 
pursuit of Bonds, prosecutors 
finally have him on trial in the 
biggest case of the steroid era. 
In a few weeks they’ll know if 
it was all a colossal waste of 
time and money or if their te¬ 
nacity pays off. 

It may. But my best guess is 
they’ll have to settle for sim¬ 
ply embarrassing him.Q

NEW ORLEANS - Owners 
haven’t talked about using 
replacement players if the 
NFL’s first work stoppage 
since 1987 stretches on,

“We have not had any

Even 
during normal offseasons, 
from the end of one season 
until around March 15, NFL 
rules bar teams from holding 
organized workouts, practice 
or meetings, and don’t allow 
position coaches to supervise 
players. 

“It’s a ‘go home and relax’ 
period,” Pash said. 

Since the lockout began, no 
contact between the league’s 
32 clubs and players has been 
allowed. Players don’t get 
paid and can’t negotiate new 
contracts; they aren’t allowed 
to use team facilities. 

Goodell said he hasn’t spoken 
to NFL Players Association 
executive director DeMaurice 
Smith since March 11, when 
talks ended after 16 days of 
federal mediation. 

Owners made a proposal that 
day that included an increase 
in their 2011 salary cap offer 
from $131 million to $141 
million; the players had been 
seeking a $ 151 million cap for 
that year, plus a chance to earn 
a percentage of any higher- 
than-proj ected revenues 
above a certain threshold. 
“Every day that goes by,” 
Goodell said, “makes it 
harder and harder to keep the 


elements in that proposal.” 

Six days after that proposal 
was made, Goodell outlined 
some of the specifics in 
an e-mail sent to all active 
players. 

Some players complained 
about Goodell’s letter, saying 
it was meant to divide them. 
They also objected to the 
letter’s suggestion that players 
push their “union to return to 
the bargaining table” — the 
NFLPA renounced its status 
as a union and says it is now 
a trade association. That, in 
turn, permitted players to sue 
the league in federal court 
under antitrust laws. A hearing 
is scheduled for April 6. 
Asked Tuesday why he sent 
that letter, Goodell replied: 
“What the ownership wanted 
to make sure is that the players 
knew what their leadership 
had walked away from in the 
mediation process. So we sent 
that directly to the players. As 
you know, they’re claiming 
not to be a union, but we think 
it was important to send that 
so the players understood 
what the owners had offered.” 
The NFL hasn’t lost games 
to a work stoppage since

NEW ORLEANS - The NFL 
will move kickoffs up 5 yards 
to the 3 5-yard line, keep 
touchbacks coming out to the 
20 and allow the number of 
players in a blocking wedge 
to remain at two. Kick cov¬ 
erage players now will be 
limited to lining up 5 yards 
or fewer from the spot of the 
kickoff. Team owners also 
voted Tuesday to make all 
scoring plays reviewable by 
the replay official and referee. 
But they tabled a proposal to 
ban players launching them¬ 
selves to make a tackle, and 
will reconsider it in May. The 
league’s competition com¬ 
mittee proposed placing the 
ball at the 25 after touchbacks 
on kickoffs and banning the 
wedge altogether. Several 
coaches expressed concern 
about making too many 
changes to kickoffs, also say¬ 
ing bringing touchbacks out 5 
more yards would affect field 
position too much. Coaches 
worried about an increase in 
touchbacks from the 16 per¬ 
cent of kickoffs last season. 
“Any time there’s a touch- 
back and now it’s not coming 
to the 20,” Saints coach Sean 
Payton said, “I think that that 
probably was the most drastic 
of the four or five items that 
constituted one rule.” Making 
kickoffs safer was the objec¬ 
tive, and Payton believes the 
owners met it, voting 26-6 for 
the new rule. 


“The bottom line is it’s ... the 
highest risk of injury play,” 
he said. Browns standout re¬ 
turner Joshua Cribbs wasn’t 
thrilled by the changes, 
tweeting: “Essentially taking 
returners out of the game... 
injuries will still take place, 
then what move it up again, 
or eliminate it all together.” 
On touchbacks, competition 
committee chairman Rich 
McKay said coaches were 
concerned about an increase 
in high kicks from the 35 
intended to trap returning 
teams deep and severely de¬ 
creasing the number of re¬ 
turns. He also said the two- 
man wedge was not a driving 
force in the uptick in injuries 
on kickoffs. Indeed, more 
injuries occur in coverage 
than on the return squads. As 
for the six no votes, McKay 
said: “The objections were, 
6 Hey, you’re affecting my 
team.’ Clearly, some teams 
have good kick returners and 
they said, ‘What if there’s 10 
percent less returns?’ “We 
have no answer,” McKay 
added, “but player safety 
will always trump any other 
consideration.” Yet the two 
player safety amendments 
were tabled until the May 
league meetings. A proposal 
to outlaw players launching 
to make hits was deferred, 
as was expanding the defini¬ 
tion of a defenseless receiver. 
McKay said joining those 
two additions to a previous 
rule caused the tabling. Each 


of the proposals will be made 
into separate amendments be¬ 
fore being presented again. 
“We didn’t feel like there 
was enough support to get it 
passed,” said Giants owner 
John Mara, a competition 
committee member. “A num¬ 
ber of people seemed to be, in 
my opinion, more concerned 
about flags being thrown for 
questionable hits. My feeling 
is, I’m more concerned about 
needless concussions, so I’m 
willing to make that trade. But 
I think we need to go back 
and just clarify some of the 
language, maybe to make it a 
little bit more clear for every¬ 
body.” McKay praised players 
for avoiding launching them¬ 
selves during the second part 
of last season after the league 
threatened suspensions for 
illegal and flagrant hits. No 
suspensions were handed out, 
but Ray Anderson, the NFL’s 
chief disciplinarian, said they 
will be in play from the outset 
of next season. 

The replay change passed 30- 
2, with one modification: The 
third coach’s challenge that 
the competition committee 
suggested dropping will be 
kept. The replay official now 
can call for the referee to re¬ 
view any scoring play. 
Previously, replay officials 
only could order reviews (on 
any play) in the final two min¬ 
utes of each half and in over¬ 
time. 

Coaches pushed for the 
change in great part because 
they felt they didn’t get a fair 
shake in road games. 

“It’s a real big competitive 
disadvantage,” Ravens coach 
John Harbaugh said. “You 
don’t get that look at it on the 
road that you get at home; 
they just don’t show it.” 

One proposal was adopted 
unanimously, giving the com¬ 
missioner the power to ap¬ 
prove or deny requests to 
change the color of the play¬ 
ing field from green. Falcons 
owner Arthur Blank said the 
concern was that sponsors 
could approach teams and 
suggest a deal that involved 
altering a field’s color. □

UK to auction off 49 mobile spectrum 


LONDON (AP) — The British 
government has announced 
plans to auction off space 
in the mobile spectrum for 
4G services, laying out a 
structure that ensures the 
top four service providers 
will have significant stakes. 
The Office of Communica¬ 
tions said Tuesday the auction 
will increase the available mo¬ 
bile spectrum by 75 percent. 
This will provide more band¬

Carnival IQ net 
Income falls on 
higher fuel prices 

MIAMI - Higher-than- 
expected fuel prices 
pushed Carnival Corp.’s 
first-quarter profit down 
13 percent, but the cruise 
operator managed to 
meet Wall Street’s earn¬ 
ings expectations thanks 
to cutting other costs. 

But Carnival shares fell 
4 percent in midday trad¬ 
ing Tuesday as the com¬ 
pany behind the Holland 
America Line, Princess 
Cruises, Carnival Cruise 
Lines and Costa Cruises 
brands reduced its full- 
year earnings guidance 
to a range below ana¬ 
lysts’ expectations. 

For the period ended Feb. 

28, Carnival reported net income of $152 million, or 
19 cents per share, down from $175 million, or 22 
cents per share, a year ago. 

Wall Street was already anticipating the results, as the 
Miami company had provided its quarterly expecta¬ 
tions earlier this month. 

Carnival said its performance benefited from lower 
than-expected costs that helped offset fuel prices that 
rose 9 percent. The prior-year period included an un¬ 
usual benefit of 10 cents per share. 

Revenue climbed 8 percent to $3.42 billion from 
$3.18 billion on higher ticket prices and passengers 
spending more on board its ships. Analysts expected 
revenue of $3.28 billion. 

The economic recovery has allowed cruise operators 
to raise their ticket prices. People are again starting 
to feel confident enough to spend more on travel at 
sea, with the recession’s harshest effects beginning to 
fade for many. First-quarter net revenue yields, which 
measures the amount a cruise company makes from 
its passengers after removing expenses, increased 2 
percent on a constant dollar basis due to higher prices 
for Carnival’s European brands. 

Carnival now expects full-year earnings of $2.55 to 
$2.65 per share. This is a bit better than the earnings 
forecast of $2.50 to $2.60 per share that the company 
provided earlier this month, as it accounts for lower 
spot fuel prices since that guidance was given. In De¬ 
cember, Carnival said it anticipated earnings of $2.90 
to $3.10 per share for 2011. 

Analysts expect earnings of $2.76 per share for the 
year. Its stock dropped $1.63, or 4 percent, to $39.38 
in midday trading. The shares have traded between 
$29.68 and $48.14 over the past year.Q

New homes are becoming a bad deal in weak markets

WASHINGTON - A new 
home, the dream of many 
would-be buyers, makes less 
and less financial sense in 
many places. 

A wave of foreclosures has 
driven down the cost of pre¬ 
viously occupied homes and 
made them even more of a 
comparative bargain. By con¬ 
trast, new homes have be¬ 
come more expensive. 

The median price of a new 
home in the United States is 
now 48 percent higher than 
that of a home being resold, 
more than three times the gap 
in a healthy housing market. 
Such a disparity can be a drag 
on the economy. New homes 
represent a small fraction of 
sales, but they cause eco¬ 
nomic ripples, bringing business 
to construction and other indus¬ 
tries. Sluggish new-home sales 
deprive the economy of strength. 
“A lot of people are saying, Tf 
I can get a great deal on a home 
already on the market, why go

curs when a lender lets a home- 
owner sell for less than they owe 
on their mortgage.

to $230,600, even though last 
year was the worst for sales in 
nearly a half-century. 

Slowed by those higher 
prices, new-home sales have 
plummeted over the past year 
to the lowest level since re¬ 
cords began being kept in 
1963. The government pro¬ 
vides fresh data on new-home 
sales Wednesday. 

By contrast, sales of previ¬ 
ously occupied homes have 
fallen almost 3 percent in the 
past year. Prices have dropped 
more than 5 percent. In Febru¬ 
ary, the median price for a re¬ 
sale was $156,100, according 
to the National Association of 
Realtors. 

That adds up to a price differ¬ 
ence of $74,500, or 48 per¬ 
cent, the highest markup in 
at least a decade. In healthier 
markets, a new home typi¬ 
cally runs about 15 percent 
more, according to govern¬ 
ment data. 


Home prices and sales still 
vary sharply among metro ar¬ 
eas. Cities with more foreclo¬ 
sures tend to have more resale 
homes that have languished 
on the market and are priced 
at a bargain. That makes new 
homes in those areas compar¬ 
atively expensive. 

In Atlanta, for instance, where 
foreclosures accounted for 
one in every 23 homes sold 
last year, the median price of 
a previously occupied single¬ 
family home was $109,900, 
about 12 percent lower than 
a year ago, according to the 
Georgia data firm Smart 
Numbers. The median price 
of a new home was more than 
twice that. “That’s as much 
of a difference as we’ve ever 
seen,” said Steve Palm, presi¬ 
dent of Smart Numbers. “New 
homes can’t compete, and that 
means jobs.” 

An average of three jobs and 
$90,000 in taxes are created 
for each home built, accord¬ 
ing to the National Associa¬ 
tion of Home Builders. □

Oil tops $105 per barrel

NEW YORK - Oil prices pushed above $105 per barrel Tues¬ 
day, as traders focused on a series of international crises that 
could tighten global supplies at a time when consumption is 
expected to increase. 

Benchmark West Texas Intermediate for May delivery rose 
$1.88 to settle at $104.97 per barrel on the New York Mercan¬ 
tile Exchange. At one point it was as high as $105.18. In Lon¬ 
don, Brent crude gained 73 cents to settle at $115.64 per barrel. 
Energy economists continued to gauge how recent unrest 
in Libya, Bahrain, Yemen and Syria will affect exports from 
a region that produces 27 percent of the world’s oil. Libya, 
which sits on the largest oil reserves in Africa, has almost to¬ 
tally stopped petroleum shipments as rebels battle pro-Gadhafi 
troops. The addition of international forces, including the U.S., 
could mean that the country will be embroiled in a protracted 
conflict that will keep oil fields offline much longer than pre¬ 
viously expected, energy experts said. In Yemen, embattled 
President Ali Abdullah Saleh pledged to step down more than a 
year early, but his refusal to leave immediately infuriated tens 
of thousands of demonstrators. Yemen is an important transfer 
point for global oil supplies. 

“Tensions are still pretty high in that entire region, so prices are 
going to stay above $100 per barrel for a while,” PFG Best ana¬ 
lyst Phil Flynn said. Iraq’s new oil minister said Tuesday that 




Airlines whipsawed by costly fuel, Japan disaster

DALLAS - Already struggling with high fuel prices, 
the big U.S. airlines now face a drop in demand for 
flights to Japan, a lucrative route and gateway for 
travel to Asia. 

The airlines’ response: They’re raising fares and 
eliminating unprofitable flights. 

Delta Air Lines Inc. said Tuesday it will reduce 
flying to Japan by up to 20 percent through May 
because of falling demand as the country recovers 
from the March 11 earthquake and tsunami. Delta 
said the cuts will cost it $250 million to $400 mil¬ 
lion in lost profit. 

Delta will also reduce flying across the Atlantic and 
within the United States in the second half of this 
year. It won’t grow as much as planned in Latin 
America and the Pacific. 

American Airlines said Tuesday that it suffered “a 


modest decline” in revenue from the disruption 
of travel to Japan and bad weather at home. Still, 
American plans to push ahead with its joint venture 
with Japan Airlines next month. 

United and Continental announced Monday that 
they too will slow their plans for adding interna¬ 
tional flights and make deeper cuts in the U.S. 

The airlines had hoped to build on 2010, their first 
profitable year since 2007, by flying more passen¬ 
gers, particularly big-spending corporate travelers 
buzzing to business hubs such as Tokyo. Instead, 
they’re being forced to make up for a sharp increase 
in jet fuel prices — up nearly half since September 
and about 20 percent since the start of 2011. 

Delta said Tuesday that at current projected prices, 
it will spend $3 billion more on fuel this year than 
it did in 2010. 

With fewer flights, the airlines will save money by 
not burning as much fuel. They are also offsetting 


high fuel costs by raising prices on passengers. 
United and Continental raised fares Monday on 
most U.S. flights by $10 per round trip. Delta re¬ 
sponded with fare hikes of $6 to $14 per round trip. 
Other airlines stood pat for the moment. 

If the higher prices stick, they would be the latest 
in a string of increases — nearly one a week — so 
far this year. 

Higher prices have helped Southwest — apparent¬ 
ly without driving away passengers. In February, 
Southwest customers flew 13 percent more than 
they did a year earlier. 

“We’ve had six fare increases so far this year. That’s 
a lot in 90 days,” Southwest CEO Gary C. Kelly 
said at a JPMorgan conference in New York. “On 
the other hand, our traffic has held up more than 
well — it’s been very, very strong.” 

Fare increases alone won’t solve the airlines’ cost 
problems, said Delta President Edward Bastian. He 



said his airline must save money by reducing flights and 
grounding 120 gas-guzzling planes, half of them 50-seat 
jets used on short hops. 

Delta, the world’s second-largest airline company be¬ 
hind United Continental Holdings Inc., now plans to cut 
passenger-carrying capacity by 4 percentage points in 
the second half of this year. It will slash departures at its 
Memphis hub by 25 percent. 

Most of Delta’s reduction in flying will fall on Japan. It is 
suspending flights to Tokyo’s Haneda Airport but prom¬

They’ve even had the bold¬ 
ness to make fun of George 
Clooney. 

Is nothing sacred? 

“That is sacred,” says Parker, 
looking suitably chastised 
during an interview in a Times 
Square restaurant after being 
reminded that he and Stone 
once dared to call Clooney 
smug. “We crossed the line 
there.” 

Now the twisted minds be¬ 
hind “South Park” are dar¬ 
ing to cross another line: 
They’re goofing on the Mor¬ 
mon church in a big, brassy 
Broadway musical that opens 
Thursday. 

Together with “Avenue Q”

a character who repeatedly 
complains about having mag¬ 
gots in his scrotum. 

While the show makes fun 
of several Broadway shows 
including “Fela!” and “The 
Lion King,” audience-mem¬ 
bers at the Eugene O’Neill 
Theatre may be surprised that 
Parker and Stone have main¬ 
tained the structure and feel of 
a traditional musical. 

“We thought from the very 
beginning that the biggest 
challenge was to write a real 
Broadway musical,” says 
Stone.

During 
his interview with Roberts, 
she asked him about the 2009 
attack on his then-girlfriend 
preceding her questions by 
noting he had been “very 
good” about talking about the 
attack. 

“It was very serious what you 
went through and what hap¬ 
pened,” she said. “How have 
you been able to” 

A clearly agitated Brown tried 
to deflect the line of question¬ 
ing, saying he was past that 
and wanted to focus on his 
new CD. 

“This album is what I want 
them to talk about and not 


what happened two years 
ago,” he said. 

Roberts laughed and thanked 
Brown for letting her discuss 
that matter with him, and af¬ 
ter the interview, Brown per¬ 
formed. 

But instead of performing an¬ 
other song for the online au¬ 
dience, as he was scheduled 
to do, he went to his dressing 
room and started smashing 
things, according to the per¬ 
son. 

In a statement, ABC News 
said: “As always, we ask 
questions that are relevant and 
newsworthy, and that’s what 
we did in this interview with 
Mr. Brown.” 

Reps for Brown did not im¬ 


mediately return phone calls 
for comment. Brown is on 
probation for his assault on 
Rihanna. 

Brown has been trying to re¬ 
habilitate his image since the 
attack, which occurred on 
the eve of the Grammys two 
years ago. After that, his once 
brilliant career was tarnished. 
His album “Graffiti,” released 
several months after that, was 
a poor seller. 

However, he’s recently had 
success on the charts with the 
songs “Deuces,” a No. 1 R&B 
hit last year, and “Look At Me 
Now” is now No. 12 on the 
Billboard Hot 100 chart. 

He’s been more accepted into 
the mainstream as well.Q

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Finding Balance through Nature

Imagine one medicine that 
could normalize blood pres¬ 
sure by either lowering or rais¬ 
ing your body’s blood pres¬ 
sure. How great would it be 
to have a pill that in the morn¬ 
ing gets you going, yet taken 
at night provides sound restful 
sleep. Imagine a tablet that 
increases your mental sharp¬ 
ness, yet calms, relaxes and 
shuts down your racing mind. 

Your healthy body 
has the ability to balance itself 
while adjusting to changing 
conditions. An example of 
this is temperature regulation 
in a room by a heating or air- 
conditioning thermostat. In 
the body, a system controlled 
by the brain, regulates breath¬ 
ing, metabolic rates, blood¬ 
vessel size, and blood-sugar 
levels in response to changes 
caused by temperature, hor¬ 
mones, disease and other fac¬ 
tors. This ability of the body 
to find balance is called ho- 
meobalance. Without its 
ability to maintain a balanced 
body, we become stressed, our 
resistance falls, sleep eludes 
us, and we begin an invari¬ 
able slide into disease. Many 
people start out with medicine 
to lower high cholesterol then 
have to take high blood pres¬ 
sure medicine and then sleep¬ 
ing pills. The average sixty 
year old is now averaging 
nine medicines a day. Interest¬ 
ingly, today’s pharmaceutical 
medicines have their history 
in herbal medicine. More 
than eighty percent of drugs 
today are synthetic replicas of 
the healing parts of medicine 
plants. Of the many types of 
medicine, herbs are a unique 
category of plants we herbal¬ 


ist call adaptogens. The word 
adaptogen is used by Tra¬ 
ditional Chinese Medicine 
(TCM) to refer to a treatment 
like acupuncture, or a natural 
herb product that increases the 
body’s resistance to stresses 
such as trauma, anxiety and 
fatigue. All herbal adaptogens 
contain antioxidants, but not 
all antioxidants are adapto¬ 
gens. Antioxidants help slow 
damaging oxidation or ageing 
of cells. To the skepticism of 
modern medicine, TCM phy¬ 
sicians have acupuncture treat¬ 
ments which are adaptogens. 
For example, the same acu¬ 
puncture treatment can be used 
to either raise or lower blood 
pressure. Similarly, one treat¬ 
ment can be used for anxiety 
or over-confidence; depres¬ 
sion or over- exuberance. You 
get the picture. An adaptogen 
treatment or herb helps the 
body regulate itself. Knowl¬ 
edge of adaptogens dates back 
thousands of years to ancient 
India and China. Scientific 
study began in the 40’s when 
Dr. Nikolai Lazarev defined 
an adaptogen as an agent that 
allows the body to counter ad¬ 
verse physical, chemical, or 
biological stressors by raising 
resistance toward such stress. 
Raising resistance to stress al¬ 
lows the organism to “adapt” 
to the stressful circumstances. 
Like acupuncture treatments, 
garlic oil can both raise low 
blood pressure or lower hy¬ 
pertension, lowering the risks 
of heart disease. Some people 
worry about garlic odor. Pars¬ 
ley helps freshen up garlic 
breath is great for bones and is 
a mild diuretic for those who 
need this. We can use green tea 


in the morning to energize our 
start and then again at night to 
promote restful sleep. Green 
tea contains vitamin C, E and 
B complex, making it a great 
antioxidant that helps block 
cancer-causing chemicals, and 
reduces tumors. Green tea 
has also been shown in stud¬ 
ies to increase metabolism and 
may aid in weight loss. Green 
tea now comes in capsules for 
those on the go. What makes 
green tea work so well is an 
amino acid in green tea called 
L-Theanine. Able to cross the 
blood-brain barrier, theanine 
has psychoactive properties. 
Theanine has been shown to 
reduce mental and physical 
stress, and improves cognition 
and mood. The Chinese were 
first to use licorice to treat the 
liver since it neutralizes liver 
toxins. Known to stimulate 
the production of the cortin 
hormone useful when the body 
is under mental and emotional 
stress, licorice also contains 
a cortisone-like property that 
has been found beneficial and 
nourishing on adrenal glands. 

Historically the only 
drawback of using licorice is 
that it can increase blood pres¬ 
sure in some people. One of 
the sugars found in licorice, 
glycyrrhizin has been reported 
in some people to increase 
blood pressure or cause reten¬ 
tion of water in the body. To¬ 
day, quality licorice root sup¬ 
plements remove the glycyr¬ 
rhizin and it is identified as de- 
glycyrrhizinated licorice, also 
known as de-glycyrrhizinated 
licorice, or commonly referred 
to as DGL licorice. DGL lico¬ 
rice helps repair the walls of 
the stomach and intestines 


significantly reducing the size 
of gastric ulcers, reducing 
the recurrence and hastening 
healing. In our clinic, DGL 
has shown to be an effective 
treatment for duodenal ul¬ 
cers. Another herb known for 
adrenal support is Rhodiola 
root that increases availability 
of energy during the day, but 
also reduces stressed feelings. 
It increases endurance, but 
also, provides greater mental 
alertness, and provides deep, 
restful sleep.

Since 
herbs vary, when choosing an 
herbal supplement, make sure 
you look for “standardized” 
on the label, like “Standard¬ 
ized, Full Potency, Korean 
Ginseng Root.” This means 
that you are sure about how 
much of the active ingredient 
you are taking.

esters can continue producing 
food and timber while trying 
to limit the impact of a chang¬ 
ing environment. 

The three studies take a new 
approach to crop and climate 
research by bringing together 
researchers from a wide vari¬ 
ety of fields and encouraging 
them to find solutions appro¬ 
priate to specific geographic 
areas. 

One study will focus on Mid¬ 
western corn, another on 
wheat in the Northwest and a 
third on Southern pine forests. 
Shifting weather patterns al¬ 
ready have had a big effect 
on U.S. agriculture, and the 
country needs to prepare for 
even greater changes, said 
Roger Beachy, director of the 
National Institute of Food and 
Agriculture, an arm of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
And since the changes are ex¬ 
pected to vary from region to 
region, he said different areas 
will need different solutions. 
Some areas may gain longer 
growing seasons or suffer 
more frequent floods, while 
others may experience more 
droughts or shorter growing 
seasons. 

“What the climatologists have 
predicted is that the areas that 
were at one time wet will in 
fact be dry and hot, not wet 
and cool,” Beachy said as an 
example. “If that’s correct, 
then we need to have variet¬ 
ies of crops that will grow in 
those areas and are adaptable 


to the changes in the climate. 
So really it comes down to 
if we don’t do this, we may 
have some food shortages in 
certain kinds of foods.” 

The com project will be led 
by a mral sociologist, Lois 
Wright Morton of Iowa State 
University. She said the col¬ 
laboration between clima¬ 
tologists, soil scientists, plant 
scientists and others means 
the researchers will be asking 
questions they might never 
have thought of before. 

“We really have assembled 
what I really think of as the 
really top scientists in the 
agricultural arena to address 
these (issues),” Wright Mor¬ 
ton said, adding that her team 
members are not only experts 
in their fields, they’re willing 
to learn from others. “That’s a 
pretty potent combination.” 
Tim Martin, a professor of 
tree physiology at the Uni¬ 
versity of Florida and the 
head of the forestry project, 
said it will focus on the lob¬ 
lolly pine, which covers 80 
percent of the planted forest 
land in the southeastern U.S. 
Southern pine forests produce 
more wood products than any 
others in the country, and they 
pull a huge amount of carbon 
dioxide out of the atmosphere, 
making them important to the 
economy and environment, he 
said. 

“Southern forests contain a 
third of all the sequestered 
carbon — stored carbon — 


in all the lower 48 states,” 
Martin said. “And every year, 
Southern forests store enough 
additional carbon to offset 
about 13 percent of the green¬ 
house gas emissions in the 
region. So just by virtue of 
growing, forests take C02 out 
of the atmosphere and store it 
in the wood and in the soil.” 
Martin’s team will aim to 
maximize the amount of car¬ 
bon stored in those forests 
and in wood products, such 
as 2-by-4-inch boards used to 
build houses. 

All three projects also will try 
to develop crops and forests 
better able to withstand cli¬ 
mate change. 

For example, Martin said, 
his team will help foresters 
choose the best varieties of 
pines to plant in a particular 
place given changes expected 
in the climate there. 

The leader of the wheat proj¬ 
ect, Sanford Eigenbrode, an 
entomologist at the Univer¬ 
sity of Idaho, said grain crops 
store less carbon than trees, 
but they can be managed to 
maximize the benefit, such 
as with better tillage prac¬ 
tices. His team also will look 
at nitrogen fertilizers, which 
are used heavily in wheat and 
corn production. When farm¬ 
ers use fertilizers efficiently, 
they don’t have to buy as 
much — lowering their costs 
— and most of the nitrogen 
fuels crop production. When 
used inefficiently, he said, 
fertilizers pollutes water with 
nitrate runoff and air with ni¬ 
trous oxide. 

“It’s a much stronger green¬ 
house gas, molecule by mol¬ 
ecule, than is C02,” Eigen¬ 
brode said of nitrous oxide. 
“So if we can learn to use 
our nitrogen as efficiently as 
possible we’ll be doing good 
things for the farmer, the con¬ 
sumer and the climate. ”□

Descartan colera en carceles dominicanas 


SANTO DOMINGO, Republica Domini- 
cana (AP) - El ministerio de Salud descarto 
el martes que brotes de diarrea en dos carceles 
dominicanas hayan sido causados por colera, 
pues detecto que se trato de casos de salmo- 
nelosis. 

El viceministro de Salud, Jose Rodriguez, 
explico a la AP que la diarrea entre unos 
40 presos en dos carceles distintas pudo ser 
causada por algun alimento contaminado con 
salmonela. 

Aseguro que tras ser rehidratados y recibir 
tratamiento medico durante los ultimos dias, 
todos los pacientes estan en recuperation. 
Aclaro que las pruebas de laboratorio dieron 
negativo a colera. 

La Direccion de Prisiones indico que du¬ 
rante las ultimas dos semanas se reportaron 
11 casos de diarrea prolongada en la carcel de 
hombres de Najayo, 35 kilometros al oeste de 
Santo Domingo. 

Pablo Pujols, alcaide de la carcel de Azua, 
125 kilometros al oeste de la capital, tambien 


reporto que unos 30 reos habian tenido diar¬ 
rea la semana pasada. 

Rodriguez aseguro que algunos de los presos 
en Azua solo habian fingido estar enfermos. 
La diarrea en ambas carceles provoco la 
alerta de las autoridades sanitarias que tratan 
de evitar la propagation del colera, que ha 
causado en Dominicana seis muertes, de hai- 
tianos, y poco mas de 500 contagiados. En el 
vecino Haiti la enfermedad mato 2.700 per¬ 
sonas. 

El viceministro comento que como resultado 
de los casos de diarrea en las carceles, las 
autoridades sanitarias instalaron en cada una 
de las 35 prisiones una sala para atender po- 
sibles casos de colera.

La abogada Dora Arias, del grupo no gubemamental Col- 
ectivo de Abogados, que lleva el caso de los familiares de 
tres sindicalistas de Drummond asesinados, dijo que “para 
nosotros eso es muy claro (la influencia del papa sobre el 
secretario privado), porque si algo ha demostrado la historia 
juridica en Colombia es que la sola existencia de normas no 
es suficiente para limitar la action delincuencial, no es sufi- 
ciente para impedir el ‘trafico de influencias’”. 

La abogada Arias, en dialogo telefonico, manifesto su preo- 
cupacion sobre Araujo, de 25 anos de edad, por considerar 
que en su funcion de secretario privado, que lleva la agenda 
de la Fiscal General, transmita a su padre datos importantes 
de ese despacho o influya en frenar investigaciones en el 
caso de la Drummond. 

La abogada agrego que buscan hablar con la Fiscal y “mani- 
festarle personalmente estas preocupaciones”.Q
